The Homan Pageant,

The Eternal City has recently been the
scene of one of those gorgeous and imposing
ceremonial displays with whioh the Church of
Rome delights to captivate the senses of the
multitude, The martyrdom of St. Peter, jnat
eighteen centuries ago, and the canonization
of twenty-flve servants of the Church who laid
down their lives in Japan for the sake of their
religion, furnished the occasion for the glitter-
ing pageant. Previous tothe grand exhibition
of religions pomp beneath the dome of Bt
Peter's, n public consistory was held by the
Holy Father, at which were gathered, in their

pontifical robes, more than four hundred Ro-
man Catholio bishops, coming from every part
of the world. The Pope addressed the assem-
bled clergy in a formal allooution. Their pre-
genoe was interpreted as a testimony to thelr
seal and devotedness in the causa of the
Church, It was held up to the faithful a2 an
illustration of thelr fidelity to the Holy See,
and as an exawple to the enemies of Rome of
the nniversal power whioch is still exercised by
the chair of 5t. Peter,

The Roman Catholic clergy of this country
were largely represented on the oocgusion.
They came, like the wise men of the East to
Bethlehem, with costly gifts in their hands.
A quarter of a million of dallars in gold coin,
anﬂ & silver model of one of the famous Ame-
rican yachts, which was the countribution of
the faithfnl in the United States, placed his
Holiness in excellant good humor, and drew
from his lips a speoimen of the pleasantries
with which reverend ecoloslastics are wont to
edify their dooile Msteners.
